ment against the Lexington Mill and 
Elevator company, of Kansas City.

that 
^leaching flour by the Alsop process 
was an adulteration prohibited by the 
lure food laws.

rectly reaches out to thousands of ar­ 
ticles of food.

have been added to cause injury to 
the health of consumers.

T H E P E N IT E N T IA L SEA SO N . 


Tomorrow will be Ash Wednesday, 
the beginning of the Lenten season, 
when almost De entire world pauses 
in its mad pursuit of pleasure and 
gives a thought—even if but a fleet­ 
ing one—to the higher and more spir­ 
it ual things and to the destiny of the 
human soul. 
Time was, not so many years ago, 
when the observance 
of 
the forty 
<L>ys of penance by churches calling 
• themselves Catholic, was looked upon 
almost as a species 
of 
idolatry by 
Protestant bodies, and very little at­ 
tention was paid to the period except, 
perhaps, to make it 4he 
subject of 
sectarian attack by misguided zealots 
of particular denominations. 
Now, however, all that is changed 
?ud there is hardly a church but that 
In some way or another pays some 
tribute to the old custom that has 
come down to us through the ages, 
if by going no further than to hold 
special services on Easter day, the 
end of 
the 
self-sacrificing 
period. 
Therefore something of the origin of 
tile sacred custom will not be amiss 
ai this time. 
From an authority 
it 
is learned 
that Lent 
begins 
this 
year three 
weeks later than last year, being, of 
course, based on the date of Easter, 
which is April 12, as against March 
2.1 In 1911. Very few people can tell 
v by Lent varies 
so 
from year to 
year, and why Easter may come as 
early as March 22 or as late as April 
25. 
It is something of an anomaly from 
the religious point of view that til*4 
anniversary of C hrists 
death 
may 
fall on any one of thirty-five dates, 
while the anniversary of His birth is 
always on the same. It Is no less of 
an anomaly 
from 
the astronomical 
standpoint, for there seems no Tea* 
Fem why we. having adopted the solar 
year as the bads 
of 
our calendar, 
should cling to the lunar year mere­ 
ly for the establishment of one date, 
It is a mystery why, when the date 
of Christ’s birth was fixed at Dec. 
25. some dates in April were not also 
settled upon as those of His death 
and resurrection. 
That 
would have 
been logical and would have banish­ 
ed from the calendar a lunar eye!-' 
that has long been abandoned by all 
civilized peoples. 
It should not be difficult to fix the 
rational date for Easter. 
If Christ 
was crucified on 
the 
14th 
day of 
March the moon astronomers ought 
to be able to calculate on what date 


452 B. C., the Decemvirs placed them 
where they now stand. 
When Pope Gregory undertook to 
reform the Julian calendar that had 
by that time become 
incorrect 
bv 
about ten days, the revolution of the 
earth around the 
sun 
was not yet 
fully understood, so instead of mak­ 
ing a change that would be thorough­ 
ly scientific the present form of year 
was adopted, the Julian calendar be­ 
ing modified by calling Oct. 5, 3582, 
October 35, and by making all termi­ 
nals years 
of 
centuries 1706, 1800 
1960, etc., common years of 365 day! 
except when the year was a multiple 
of 400, as 1600, 200, etc., which should 
be leap years. 
In those days they were so accus­ 
tomed to movable feasts that it nee- 
vr occurred to the reformers of the 
calendar that 
a 
day 
might come 
when their movability should be In 
convenient. They knew so little about\ 
the relations of the 
sun 
and 
the 
earth that they did not want to re 
pounce the lunar year entirely, and 
so upset the order of feast days that 
from time 
immemorial 
had 
been 
based upon the movements of 
the 
tun. 
* 
Though 
the 
Gregorian 
calendar 
was Issued in 1852, prejudice again* 
anything that came from Rome wa* 
so strong in England that it was not 
adopted there until by act of prlia 
meat, passed in 1751. 
Sept. 3, 1752. 
was reckoned as Sept. 14, and New 
Year’s day was set back from March 
25, to Jan. I. beginning with 1753. 
To fix one definite date for Easter 
would require

decree 
from the 
pope.

glory, and will constitute (he King­ 
dom class, in the highest sense. The 
overcomers of Natural Israel, resur­ 
rected to the perfection of human na­ 
ture. 
will 
constitute 
the

Millennial Kingdom. 
Mankind may see and have inter­ 
course with these, but will not set 
r.or have direct intercourse with the 
glorified Christ, Head and Body—the 
King of Glory. 
"God Will Judge His People.” 
So far as tile world is concerned. 
it has been under the one general 
sentence of Divine Justice, "Dying, 
thou shalt die.” 
But 
Natural 
and 
Scriptural Israel 
have 
been 
dealt 
with av; freed from the original sen­ 
tence and on trial for life or death 
afresh under God’s 
judgments, 
or 
disciplines. 
Thus it is written. “Je­ 
hovah will judge His people-.” 
No! 
all under these judgments have un­ 
derstood them: net nil we're In the 
condition of heart to receive their in 
struetions. 
“The secret of the Lord is with

Thus, during 
the 
Jewish 
Age, Israel often lapsed into more or 
less darkness and idolatry, and failed 
to see their special privileges an re­ 
lationship to God under their Cove­ 
nant.
